The mak ing of leather is an art 
of 
which most people understand little. It 
can safely be sai.l that this trade is one 
of the greatest and yet most obscure of 
all our industries. During the past few 
years it has assumed immense propor­ 
tions. 
The preliminary steps in tanning are 
by no means what you would call of an 
msthetlc nature. The hide as received 
In the rough state is covered with hair 
and bristles, which must he first re­ 
moved. In order to do this properly the 
hide is thrown Into a vat of warm 
soap water and left there for tit least 
three days. At the end of that period, 
If found to be In a suitable condition, It 
Is drawn out and run through a queer 
look ing machine. This apparatus con­ 
sists principally of three rollers. Tho 
largest one, a massive affair, revolves 
rapidly from right to 1«*ft 
. The next one 
In size moves in the opposite direction 
from left to right and, unlik e the lirst, 
Is covered with small k nives. These! 
k nives are not visible owing to the; 
great velocity of the roller, it mak ing' 
over I.mik) revolutions a minute. 
It tak es but a second to run a hide 
through this press. 
The operator, a 
strong, determined look ing Individual,; 
seizes the sk in firmly with both ha nd s / 
swings It around once or twice and! 
then slips it dexterously between the: 
There Is a mutlled sound, 
tin* sk in falls out devoid of j 
hide is then placed in a 1 
vat of Umewater, where, under the ac- j 
tion of the lime, the hair becomes soft j 
and loose. 
In a day or so it is again 
ess. This j 
time the third and last rolled, which is j 
covered with small round stones, is 
used. These stones remove the hair In : 
the same way ¡is the k nives did the* 
llesh. 
The hide is then given a thorough • 
washing or sopping out. For this pur-I 
pose a huge wooden, barrel shaped ap­ 
paratus called a “hater” is used. AN itli- j 
in this bater are long projections made' 
of hard wood. 
The sk in rests upon < 
these while the wheel revolves. 
A s 
1 
soon ¡is ¡t proper angle is reached the i 
slides off and falls with great 
to the bottom. 
Here it is once 
pick ed up, carried to the top and j 
dropped again. 'Thus tin* operation is 
eoiitinued until the hide heroines per- 
feetly chain and spotless. 
It is then 
n*ad,\ to be tanned. Great vats of dull, 
deep colored liquid are now utilized. 
The mak ing of this liquid is n process 
by itself. The bark , either oak or hem­ 
lock . is first brok en up and ground into 
fine bits and then conveyed into huge 
tank s called “leeches.'* 
These tank s 
contain about three-fourths bark and 
one-fourth 
old 
liquid, 
or, 
in 
other 
words, liquid which has become weak 
owing to long usage. 
The mixture 
steeps for a number of days, long 
enough at any rate for tlie liquid to 
re­ 
gain its strength. 
It is then "trained 
and .allowed to run into different vats. 
The old liquid in turn llows back to the 
leeches. 
In this manner the old is 
made new and the new old. 
The next step is called ‘‘shaving.” 
This consists in tearing off the edges 
of the hide and mak ing tin* surface 
smooth. A small, k nife covered wheel 
having a great velocity does the work 
quick ly, but not satisfactorily. 
Each 
hide must be gone over again by hand. 
This is called “currying” and is one of 
the most difficult operations in the act 
of tanning. The “currier,” in fact, must 
have been raised in the business. 
A 
long, fierce look ing k nife is used. 'Tak ­ 
ing this In both hands, he bends over 
the sk in, which li» *s before him <>n a 
thick board, and with sk illful strok es 
removes what the machine has left, be­ 
sides giving the surface a most beauti­ 
ful grain. To do this rapidly and still 
k eep the razorlik e edge on the blade re­ 
quires years of practice. 
The hides ¡ire then washed, weighed, 
pressed and ready to be “stuffed” on 
the floor above. The “stuffing” wheel is 
a mammoth wooden tank about 
10 feet 
by 20 feet, with a capacity of from 
200 
to 300 pounds. It is here where the, 
grease and 
fatty 
substances which 
j 
have been removed from the hide in j 
the various processes are restored. As . 
the tanner says, “ Lift 1 is given in.” 
Were it not for this grease the hide 
would he dry, hard and easily torn. It 
is here also where profit and loss figure 
| the most. The tanner depends entirely 
! upon his judgment as to the amount of 
! fat to be added; too much or too little, 
j and untold damage would result. 
The sk in now passes through the 
final stage. It is “stretched” and sent 
to the "finishing” room, where it is 
made ready for the mark et. This hist 
step consists in black ing and glossing 
one side and imparting a tine grain to 
the other. The process is then complet­ 
ed. Tims a tleshy, hair covered hide is 
made into a beautiful piece of leather. 
The operation is a strange one from 
beginning to end. If you ever have the 
time, visit a tannery and see for your­ 
self.-- Kansas City Times.

If

corner.
